GroRor Bowen pointed out we niight raise a 
moderate loan for the purpose of, defraying 
the Cost of these permanent public works, 
but as‘ we have actually nothing tangible 
to show that we are ever likely to beina 
position to repay such a loan, Her Ma: 
jesty’s Governnient will scarcely view-the 
“proposal with much: favor,, There is no 
probability’ under existing circumstances 
that purannual revenue can be permanently, 
increasedto any. appreciable extent; Infact, 
‘the contrary result appears a more ikely 
contingency. Taxation cannot possibly be 
increased; it is exorbitantly high already.
